1 personally 
would like to have the job and would 
certainly be better off both 
personally as well as financially if I 
accepted the position. However, 
after a lot of throught, I have decided 
that I will not accept the position. 
Due to the fact that 1 had asked for 
the appointment, | do not intend to 
support anyone for the position. | 
was elected to serve the 3ist 
Senatorial District and it would not 
be fair to the people of that district to 
turn my back on them at this time. I 
am very appreciative of my Senate 
seat and would like to think that I do 
a pretty good job for my district.

I 
hope that the people of the 3lst 
District will understand and agree 
with my decision.’’ 

Senator Foshee further added, *‘I 
also think that the time has come to 
change the probate office from a fee 
schedule to a salary position and to 
also combine the tax assessor's and 
tax collector's offices.

16 Expected To Lose Lives During Holiday Period 


The Alabama Department. of 
Public Safety has estimated that 16 
people will lose their lives in traffic 
accidents during the upcoming 
Christmas Holidays, according to 
Col. Byron Prescott, department 
director. 

The 102-hour holiday period 
begins at 6 p.m. Friday, December 
21, and ends at midnight Tuesday, 
December 25. Last year during the 
Christmas holiday, seven traffic 
fatalities occurred, five on rural 
roadways and two on urban, 

Prescott urged all motorists to be 
particularly careful when driving 
during peak holiday traffic periods. 
“This is a time of year to share our 
joy with family and friends, and it is 
my fervent wish that no family be 
called upon to share the pain Of the 
loss of a loved one in a traffic 
accident,’’ he said. 

Prescott said motorists can make 
their holidays safer by buckling their 
seatbelts, using child restraints, 


obeying the speed limit and all other 
traffic laws, and by driving carefully 
and defensively. 

‘In addition, motorists should 
keep in mind that 50 to 60 percent of 
all traffic fatalities are alcohol- 
related; drivers should never get 
behind the wheel after drinking,"’ 
said Prescott. 

Public safety also has estimated 
that 14 people will die in traffic 
accidents during the New Year's 
holiday period, It begins at 6 p.m, 
Friday, December 28, and ends at 
midnight Tuesday, January 1 for a 
total of 102 hours. Five people died 
in traffic during the 1984 New Year's 
holiday, three on rural roadways and 
two on urban, 


Prescott said all available state 
troopers will be patrolling Alabama 
roads during Christmas and New 
Year's to remove dangerous drivers 
from highways and to remind all 
motorists to drive carefully.

Center Warns Of Possible 


Dangers During Holiday Season 


Imagine the Christmas holiday 
season seen through the eyes of a 
toddler; the colorful, bright lights 
yuletide fires, unique plants and 
trees couple with multiple activities 
and celebrations. 

While the season presents itself 
in a flamboyant way, Christmas can 
become a tifne of crisis if certain 
objects of the season find their way 
into a child's mouth. 

The Alabama Poison Center 
warns all consumers to help prevent 
the drastic rise in poisonings which 
occur during the holiday season. 

‘*We do not want to alarm people 
unneccessarily. However, if is 
important to know that some holiday 
items have the potential for creating 
a serious poisoning,’ medical 
director of the Tuscaloosa based 
center said. By taking a few minutes 
to become aware of which items can 
be problems and taking necessary 
precautions, the Christmas can be 
sate and enjoyable."’ 

Dr. Bobo warned about bubbling 
Christmas tree lights which contain a 
fluid called methylene chloride. The 
fluid is harmful if it is ingested or 
inhaled. 

Although Yule logs burning in 
the fireplace are beautiful, they 
contain fire salts which produce their 
multicolor flames. Dr. Bobo 
explained if these salts are ingested 
they can cause heavy metal 
poisoning. 


‘Colognes and perfumes 


exchanged as gifts, as well as 
alcoholic beverages found more 
frequently in the house during the 
holidays can be deadly,’* Dr. Bobo 
said. In relatively small amounts 
(one-half to one ounce) alcohol may 


cause severe problems in a child. 
Dr. Bobo suggested that parents 
keep alcoholic beverages out of the 
reach of small children. ‘‘After 
parties make sure all glasses are 
emptied and not left setting on 
tables. Often curious children empty 
the glasses as they have seen adults 


‘With the advent of pocket cal- 
culators. electric watches and 
cameras. a new form of danger has 
been introduced into the home-the 
disk or button battery,’" Dr. Bobo 


said. ‘‘When the battery is 
swallowed it often becomes lodged 
enroute on its way. out. This 


presents a hazard Of very serious 
potential.”’ : 

Dr. Bobo explained that 
Poinsettias are not as poisonous as 
originally believed. The plants are 
harmful only if ingested in large 
amounts 

‘Holly, Jerusalem Cherry and 
Mistletoe. however, are highly toxic 
plants. If any part of these plants is 
swallowed the Alabama Poison 
Center should be called 
immediately. Holly and Mistletoe 
above doorways does not ensure 
safety. One or two berries which 
have fallen to the floor may cause 
significant poisoning or even death 
in children,’’ Dr. Bobo warned. 


With all the excitement of the 
holiday season, it’s easy to become 
vulnerable to many hazards. Plan 
wisely and avoid accidents before 
they occur. If you have a question or 
suspect a poisoning, call the 
Alabama Poison Center anytume.

Development) and ABE (Adult Basis 
Education) classes continue in spite 
of the weather. 

“I’ve taught GED for somewhere 
around ten years, and it is de- 
finitely the most rewarding work I've 
ever done,"" Young says as she 
replaces a student file. Mary Young 
is the Elba High School home 
economics teacher. She is also an 
Enterprise State GED instructor. 
Her outside interests have also led 
her to work in fashion merchandising 
and interior designs with several 
local businesses. 

The woman-of-many-talents has 
an obviously sincere desire to be the 
best educator that she can possibly 
be. The desire is manifested as she 
begins to talk about the GED 
program. 

*‘We have 21 people who come 
from the surrounding area enrolled 
for this session,’’ she begins. 
“They're fine group to work with. 
They each have separate goals and I 
enjoy seeing them achieve their 
goals!" 

The Elba GED program is in its 
first year of being offered in 
cooperation with the Elba City 
Schools. 

‘Superintendent John Osburn 
has been such a great help in what 
we feel to be an excellent program,”’ 
Young begins. ‘‘Dr. Mary Bauer is 
behind the program from the 
College, and she is so supportive and 
attentive to the needs of our 
program; she’s just good to work 
with.” 

The GED testing is broken into 
five sections which include writing 
skills, social studies, science, 
reading and mathematics. Upon 
taking the test, an average standard 
score is assigned and if a specific 
section is failed, a student may be 
re-tested on that section after a 
waiting period of six weeks and 
continued class participation. Enter- 
prise State is one of 54 testing 
centers throughout the state. 

Preparation for the testing 
includes the use of the TABE (Test of 
Adult Basic Education), which charts 
weaknesses and strengths, and the 
APL (Adult Performance Level 
Survey) which assesses functional 
literacy. Work with the SRA reading 
laboratory and individual 
strengthening skills also play a major 
role in the sessions.

low w and his company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to 
Perga in Pamphylia; and John 
departing from them returned to 
Jersualem. 


To emphasize the prominent role 
which Paul assumed in the mission, 
Luke indicates that ‘‘Paul and his 
company”’ set sail from Paphos and 
came to Perga. But John Mark left 
the tour and returned to Jerusalem. 
Why he left cannot be answered. But 
the fact that his leaving created some 
problems is evidenced by Acts 
15:37-39. 

Verse 14 moves the duo quickly 
from Perga to Antioch in Pisidia. 
That is a journey of nearly 100 miles 
and there is no record of any 
missionary work. Either Luke had no 
record of their work there or very 
little success was evident. Antioch 
of Pisidia was in the area known as 
south Galatia. The city was about 
3600 feet above sea level. It was 
probably to the churches in south 
Galatia that Paul wrote the book of 
Galatians (about A.D. 50). 

Luke tells us that Paul went into 
the synagogue on the Sabbath. The 
usual order of service was conducted 
with reading from the Pentateuch 
and the prophets. Paul was then 
invited to speak a ‘word of exhorta- 
tion’’ to the people gathered. 

Paul addressed two groups of 
people in the service. ‘‘Men of 
Israel’’ refers to Jews and Gentiles 
who proselyted to Judaism, and ‘‘ye 
that fear God"’ to Gentiles who were 
attracted to the monotheism and 
moral life of the Jews. Note that 
Paul used his hand to get their 
attention. 

The actual sermon begins at 
verse 17. Its first subdivision ends at 
verse 25, where the focus of the 
sermon changes. Paul gave a brief 
confessional history of God’s deal- 
ings with the Jews as a prelude to his 
statements regarding Jesus. In this 


with the Spirit [Acts 


list he included seven. specific 
situations in the history of His 
people: 1 - the election of their 


fathers - Acts 13:17, Genesis 15:1-6; 
2 - the captivity in Egypt - Acts 
13:17, Exodus 1:7; 3 - the wilderness 
wanderings Acts 13:18, 
Deuteronomy 1:31; 4 - the destruc- 
tion of seven nations (13:19, 
Deuteronomy 7:1; 5S - the period of 
the judges through Samuel - Acts 
13:20, | Samuel 8; 6 - the kingship 
of David - Acts 13:22, I Samuel 31 
and 2 Samuel; 7 - the mission of John 
the Baptist - Acts 13:24, 25, Luke 
3:15, 16. 

Paul used David's life to intro- 
duce the beginning of the story of 
Jesus. David is depicted as a type of 
the Messiah-King who was to come. 


David was a ‘‘man after . . . God’s 
owp neart’’, who tulfilled God's will. 


This is certainly in reference to the 
new David who came in Bethlehem’s 
manger. Jesus was truly the fulfiller 
of all God's will. 

Proclaiming 
13:26-43) 

The second part of Paul's sermon 
begins with verse 26 and continues 
through verse 41, The focus is to 
contrast the role of David, who 
served the will of God in _ his 
generation (verse 36) and the role of 
Jesus, who served the will of God for 
all generations (vv. 37-39). 

It is interesting that Paul's 
sermon treats the role of the Jews in 
the death of Jesus the same as Peter 
did in Acts 3:17. The Jews acted 
ignorantly ‘because they knew Him 
not, nor yet the voices of the 
prophets"’ (v. 27). Thus, if the Jews

listening in Antioch would allow the 
Spirit to open their eyes to faith, they 
would understand exactly who Jesus 
is. Here the essential contrast is set 
up between the Gentile proconsul, 
Sergius Paulus, who had under- 
standing, and the Jews who had 
access to the Scriptures yet refused 
to understand! 

Verse 23 provides the key theo- 
logical fact around which the argu- 
ment of verses 26-41 hinges. Paul 
affirmed that it was through David's 
line that God brought the promised 
Savior, Jesus. Verse 32 mentions 
the “‘glad tidings’’ or gospel, re- 
ferring to the ‘‘promise"’ in verse 23. 
Paul then quotes from three Old 
Testament passages to clarify what 
has happened to Jesus through the 
power of God to raise Him (Psalm 
2:7, 16:10, Isaiah 55:3). 

Verse 38 introduces the powerful 
conclusion to the sermon with a call 
to know. Now that the message that 
Jesus had been raised from the dead 
could be preached, there was no 
excuse for not receiving the Word! 
“Through this man (Jesus) is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins’’. 

Forgiveness of sins is mentioned 
in Acts 2:38 in connection with the 
gift of the Holy Ghost; in Acts 5:31 it 
is connected to repentance; in 10:43 
it is related to believing in Jesus; and 
in 26:18 itis related to sanctification. 

Acts 13:39 functions to indicate 
how comprehensive the reality of 
forgiveness of sins is: it means one is 
*‘justified’’, set free from everything 
the law could not set free. Paul is 
making the gospel message practi- 
cal. Freedom is the result of 
believing in Jesus - new life that 
comes through His resurrection. 
(See Romans 6-8). 

The sermon concludes with a 
warning taken from Habakkuk 1:5, a 
call for the people to respond to the 
work which God was doing in their 
day. 

Verses 42 and 43 describe the 
response of the people in the 
synagogue to Paul's sermon. The 
people desired to hear ‘‘these 
words”’ the next Sabbath the 
Jewish Sabbath, Friday evening at 
sundown to Saturday evening at 
sundown. Since Christian commu- 
nities had not been established in 
these areas, Paul and Barnabas did 
not speak on the Christian day of the 
resurrection. 

Verse 43 which statés ‘‘the 
congregation was broken up’’ does 
not mean that discord was among 
them; rather, it means that the 
congregation was dismissed. Serious 
conflict did not emerge until the next 
Sabbath. The ‘‘religious proselytes”’ 
refer to both the Gentiles who 
became Jews and to the Gentiles 
wha were God-fearers. 5 

Haenchen argues that the phrase 
‘continue in the grace of God’’ 
refers to the Gospel and provides the 
foundation for the establishment of 
the Christian community in Antioch.

A lot of people ask us about 
fertilizing pecans. They should be 
fertilized with a mixed fertilizer plus 
ammonium nitrate by February 1. 
Dr. Arlie Powell at Auburn says that 
pecan trees respond well to nitrogen. 
He recommends using ‘4 pound of 
actual nitrogen per tree per year of 
age up to a maximum of 10 pounds 
per tree on a 20-year-old tree. If you 
use ammonium nitrate, you have to 
use 1'7 pounds of the material to get 
% pound of actual nitrogen.

POINSETTIAS CAN BE LONG 
LASTING 

This is the time of year when an 
extra spot of brightness has been 
added to thousands of homes by an 
attractive plant that has been called 
the ‘Radiant Flower of Christmas,”’ 
but is more commonly known as the 
poinsettia. Now is the time the 
owners of many of those plants are 
looking for ways to prolong the 
plant's life. 

With proper care poinsettias can 
be kept healthy and beautiful for 
several months. With care plus skill 
plus a thumb that is some shade of 
green, it can last a second season. 

To keep the holiday plant fresh 
and beautiful it must NOT be over- 
watered. The soil around it should 
be thoroughly moistened when a 
daily check reveals it is dry. 

Light is important. A window 
facing south or west provides ample 
light during the winter. Direct sun 
should be avoided. If in a window, 
the leaves should not touch the 
glass. Plants grown in poor light 
develop spindly shoots, few flowers, 
bad foliage, and poor flower color. 

Temperature is also important for 
long life. The best room tempera- 
ture is 65 to 70 degrees by day and 55 
to 60 at night. Hot or cold air drafts 
must be avoided. 

Basically, you should keep the 
poinsettia much like any houseplant 
that withstands high sunlight inten- 
sity. Move outside for the summer. 
Move back indoors next fall. On 
October 1, start making sure the 
plant has 13 hours of total uninter- 
rupted darkness each night. This 
should continue until color is shown, 
probably in middle November. 


THE RIGHT FIREWOOD 

With Old Man Winter blowing 
his cold breath across Coffee County, 
many people are collecting firewood. 
Red oak, hickory and white oak are 
the best firewoods. 

Southern pine produces more 
heat per pound of dry wood than 
hardwoods. However, it contains 
more water when green, burns 
rapidly and is smoky. Dry or 
seasoned wood produces the most 
heat. If the wood contains too much 
water, much of the heat produced 
when the wood is burned is used to 
remove the water, not to heat the 
house.

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Enjoy The Holidays — Think Safety

In the midst of the holiday 
season, homes are transformed into 
Christmas wonderlands. Pine 
scented trees sparkle with lights and 
shiny ornaments. 

The Attorney General's Office of 
Consumer Protection urges 
consumers to exercise caution to 
avoid accidents which occur this time 
of the year by following proper safety 
precautions. 

Christmas lights are among the 
most popular of decorations, but 
they present possible electrical 
hazards. Light strings should be 
checked yearly for frayed wires, 
loose connections, broken or cracked 
sockets, and spots where bare wire is 
exposed. Damaged sets should be 
repaired before using, or thrown out. 
Don't overload extension cords. No 
more than three string should be 
plugged into a single cord. Unplug 
all lights and extensions when 
leaving the house or going to bed. 

Bubbling lights are a temptation 
for young children to play with and 
break. The liquid inside the bubbles

Outdoor lights should be 
weatherproof and clearly identified 
as designed for outdoor use. Fasten 
securely to trees, house walls or a 
firm support to protect them from 
wind damage. Be sure to remove 
when the season is over since these 
lights are not designed for extended 
exposure to the elements. 

Never use lights on a metallic 
tree. If the string of lights is 
defective, a metallic tree could 


become charged with electricity and 
touching a branch could lead to 
severe shock or electrocution. 

Candles are a beautiful addition 
to any holiday decorating scheme. 
They should be put in non- 
flammable holders, and kept away 
from wrapping paper or other decor- 
ations. Never place candles on a tree 
or near other evergreens. 

Trimming the tree is a favorite of 
the Christmas season. Small children 
love to help with the decorating, so 
parents would be wise to choose non- 


breakable ornaments that kids can 
handle safely. Avoid trimmings that 
resemble candy or food. A young 
child could try to eat them. 

Use gloves when decorating with 
spun giass or angle hair. This can be 
an irritant to both skin and eyes. 
Families with small children should 
avoid this type of decoration com- 
pletely.

SEWING SEAMS TOGETHER 


Have vou had the top layer of a 
seam come out longer than the 
bottom layer? I have. This is a 
common problem when sewing with 
heavy woven fabrics or double knits. 

The pressor foot pressure on the 
sewing machine is usually the 
problem. When the pressure’s set 
too light, the bottom fabric tends to 
move along faster than the top layer 
while sewing seams. This causes 
puckers on one side of the seam. 
When the pressure’s too heavy, the 
top fabric may be stretched as it is 
sewn.

After you finish all of your baking 
you may have whole wheat, graham 
or rye flours left over.
